Priority

Claitn Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that fomi the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(c) the invention was described in (1 ) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
intenialional application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United Stales only if the international application designated ihc United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

5. Claims 1 and 2 arc rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Olson ct al 
(US 6,278,585), As per chum 1, Olson ct al shows in figure I a magnetic head assembly 
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including a magnetic head 30; a rotational arm 34 mounting the magnetic head 30; and an arm 
side-wiring member 120 provided on the rotational arm 34. One end of side-wiring member 
1 20, as shown in figure 1 , is electrically connected to the magnetic head 30 and the other end has 
a first connecting portion, as shown in figures 5 and 6. 

External side-wiring member 120, also shown figures 5 and 6, has one end able to 
electrically connect to an external circuit 280 provided separately form the rotational arm 34 and 
the other end has a second connecting portion. Olson et al discloses in column 6, lines 31-38 that 
the first connecting portion of the arm side-wiring member 120 and the second connecfing 
portion of the external side-wiring member 120 are overlapped with a predetermined conductive 
adhesive member having anisotropic conductivity in between and electrically connected to each 
other on the rotational arm 34. 

As per claim 2. Olson et al shows in figures 5 and 6 the arm side-wiring member 120 
including a wiring pattern made of a conductive material formed on the rotational ami 34 and a 
relay board electrically connecting the wiring pattern and the external side-wiring member 120. 
The relay board and the wiring pattern are overlapped with a predetermined conductive adhesive 
member having anisotropic conductivity in between and electrically connected to each other.
